TURKEY, The new superpower station at Antalya has begun testing 
and will go into regular service the first week of April. The 
station is currently testing on 881 kHz with 600 kw but the power 
will be raised to 900 kw shortly. Should be audible in North 
America next fall I suspect; there's never been a valid logging of 
Turkey here before as far as I know.
